NK T-l who is in a position to furnish reliable infor- 
mation, advised he learned that from July 18 to 27, 1964, the 
"5th Rally of Convention of Ukrainian Nationalists" met in 
France to discuss the new leaders Sad the future leadership

According to NK T-l, the location of these meetings 
was not disclosed to those leaders invited, but that these 
leaders* if tier their arrival in France, were instructed to 
obtain reservations at a designated hotel (name not recalled) 
in Cler Vaiuac, France, NK T-l said that the Invited learned 
at this hotel that no reservations were available and were 
thereafter directed by persons apparently knowledgeable of 
these meetings, to appear at the Benedictine Monastery in 
Cl er Vaiux. NK T-l said that itfwas at this monastery where 
about 56 Ukrainian leaders of the Organization of Ukrainian 
Nationalists (OUN), who were frcp various parts of the world, 
held their meetings, as well as Residing atthis~ location during 
the meetings, NK T— 1 said that pine Ukrainians from the United 
States were present at these meetings.

NK T-l noted that much Of the new leader-, 
ship consists of youthful* energetic, imaginative Ukrainians, 
whp? principal goal is the freedom of captive Ukrainians . 

NK T-l said he learned that one of the major topics 
discussed was the possible release of Ukrainians from Poland,
